long. It lasts at least 15 years. 


The first eight years are spent on 


pilot boats and riding ships with 
licensed pilots. They must work 
their way up from the lowest rank, 
called "spare boy," to motorboat 
operator. At the same time they 
must pass a number of examinations 
qualifying them for licenses in both 
boating and communications. 


The next seven years are spent in

television screen. 


The instant clandestine move- 


ment is spotted, the helicopter 
swoops down guns blazing. 


Project Batman, in which hel- 


icopters have a large Batman 
insignia and workers wear a 
shoulder patch showing a bat 
flying out of a television screen, 
is just one of several ideas un- 
veiled by a joint U.S. Army, 
Navy, Air Force research or- 
ganization. 


The Air Force, not to be out- 


done, is combat-testing what it 
calls "black spot." 


This also uses the night-seeing 


television camera. It is mounted 
on a C123 cargo plane which 
carries flares, infrared and ra- 
dar detectors plus an arsenal of 
machine guns, 
cannon and a 


bomb that bursts in air to spray 
hundreds of one-inch-long metal 
darts — splattering a target like 
a shotgun. 


Both of these concepts are re- 


finements of the Army's "fire- 
fly" or "lightning bug," a heli- 
copter mounted with a powerful 
searchlight

John 
F. Kennedy treated his 


vice president, Lyndon B, John- 
son, who has made a career of 
secret-keeping until he is ready 
for disclosures in his own good 
time, and for his own reasons. 


The way Johnson dismissed a 


question about Humphrey this 
week creates a new question: 
Will he repeat his 1964 perform- 
ance 
of 
leaving 
Humphrey 


hanging on the hook till the last 
minute? 


In the 
19G4 election year, 


when the country had no vice 
president, Johnson kept an al- 
most incredible silence about 
the man he wanted for his run- 
ning mate. He gave the impres- 
sion of agonizing over the deci- 
sion. 


Humphrey, Atty. Gen. Robert 


F, Kennedy and others were 
publicly talked about as likely 
prospects. Johnson said nothing. 
Then, shortly before the Demo- 
cratic convention opened in Au- 
gust, Johnson eliminated Ken- 
nedy. 


He just simply announced no 


member of his Cabinet, which 
included 
Kennedy, 
would 
be 


considered. But Johnson gave 
no indication he favored Hum- 
phrey until the moment before 
he boarded a plane hero for the 
convention. 


Then he told newsmen his 


choice 
was 
Humphrey. And 


shortly afterwards at the con- 
vention he explained why he 
had reached this decision, de- 
scribing 
Humphrey 
as 
the 


"best-equipped man in this na- 
tion to be president if anything 
happened to the president." 


But it could hardly have taken 


Johnson all those months, right 
up to the last minute, to reach 
such an appraisal of Humphre; 
who had worked with him in the 
Senate for years and had been 
his chief lieutenant there. 


Since the election Humphrey 


has been the hardest-working 
vice president 
in history, not 


because of a special quality 
which makes him different from 
his predecessors but because 
Johnson has given him more 
work to do. 


He has piled assignments and 


responsibilities 
on Humphrey. 


The vice president has been 
running up and down the coun- 
tryside making speeches and is 
so loyal to Johnson that some of 
his 
liberal 
admirers 
have 


soure-l on him. 


But Ivobert F. Kennedy, now a 


L .S. senator from New York, 
lua been running up and down 
making speeches and getting 
mure 
enthusiastic 
receptions 


than Humphrey at a time when 
Johnson's standing in the public. 
opinion polls has been falling.
